| I make no Queftion to Maiatain, in 
oppofition to ail the Endeavour o: a 
Party among us tothe contrary 3 viz.

are generally accepted among vs——_—_—11F¢ 
utterly Inconfiftent with, and Enemies to 
the prefent Gavernment, as it ftands fix’d 
Npon Revolution Szith:ment. 

That I may fartner, and without leaving 
Room for Cavil and Debate, explain my 
felf, I fhal cell you very plainly, what I

What I mean by the Governments and this 
I thal do very briefly. 


1. By Tories, I mean, that kiad of Am- 
phibious Munfter, that Swearing to the 
G.vernment, yet retains his Defires, and 
referves his Endeavours for a Pretemding 
Invader. 

2. By High-Flyers, 1 mean every kind of 
Mad ‘ien among us, who being of Preci- 
pitant Prisciples, would pufh on our Divi- 
tions to all the de‘perate Extremes, which 
we have feen fatal to the Publick Peace, and 
which will ever be fo, Jet them beon which 
Side they will; and becaufe I would not 
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be obfcure, I'll defcend from the General, 
to thefe Particulars, becaufe my, laying on 
citber Side, may be liable co fome Peopic’s 
- Invidious Exception. 


1. If there are on the one Side fatious 
High-Flyers , that. are for Dimniag 
their Brethren, becaufe they are not 
of the fame Mad Principles with them- 
felves; chat are for Non-Refance in 
Cafe of Tyranny and Opprefiiwn 5 that 
will Sacrifize cheir Eftates, Liberties, 
Chaftity and Religon, to an Arbitra- 
ry and Law-breakiog Governoure— 
Thatdetlare for tne Church, built up- 


on Perfecution and Deftruétioa of 


Diffenters, and for’.the Divice Right 
of Blood Royal, ia Prejudice of the 
Protefant Succefhioa Let the 
Mao ftand forth, and tell me his 
Name, that will fay thefe Things are 
not incompatible with the prefent Re- 
ly aiaaecacday on which we 
Ang. q : 

; f there. are among us, on the o- 
* ther Side, High-Flyers, of a kind differ- 
ing from thefe ———~ Who are for 
running down, ané Ruiniag the Pub- 
lick Credit, becaule the Management 
istaken out of the Hands. they ap- 
prov‘dof ; that are for running the 
Rifque of weakening our Hands a- 
gainft France, and giving the Enemy 
the Advantage over us, for want of 
that only Support left us to carry on 
‘the War, (our Credit) 5 That are for

the prefent Safety of this Nation, 


and the Eftablifhment of the Govern- 
mente 


Of both thefe kinds let me fay thu; much$ 
Tue Wile Men on either Side, and who 
they vorh pretend to efpoule; aréagain& 
them, and equaliy. dete both their Prin- 
ciple and their Pra@ice. For the firft 
The Hi weft Meo thatere (alas how few /) 
amocg ‘ne Jory Party, deteft the double 
Fac’a 0..thetating Non-Furer——It's an odd 
Exprein-ai1, bot i think thefe Men dally 
wich Gad and Man 3 They take the Oath, 
buc co not {wear————~ They comply with 
the Foim, but abhors the Subftance ; they 
fShew the Face to the Government, referve 
the Intention to the.Enemy. Hellith Hypo- 
crite: ! m= That Bow to God, but Wor. 
Joip Baal, and while cheir Tongues repeat 
the Dreadtul Oath, their Hearts tell the 
they are lying both to God and the Queen 5 
their own Party deteft the Treachery, tho” 
*tis thought proper to make Tools: of the 
Traytors- 

Of the other Party, Allthe Men whe 
have any Zeal for their Country, any Senfe 
of the General Intereft, any fhare in the 
Rifque, tho” her Msjefty has thought fit to 
change the Pilots, and put the Helm inte 
other Hands, and they as much Regret as 
any Body, the Tern of Affairs given by 
this Means 3 yet they are not for overfet- 
ting the Veffel, ruining Queen, Govern- 
ment, and Nation, to bring it about again 

Even the Great Perfons who have 

been put of, Have demonftrated, they 
have too math Compern for the main Inre- 
reft, to be of thie Miimiber-— And would 
rathes Me the Palidh Safety Supported, 
Peatiy Gredit, and ee 
among 8s, tho’ it-were by any Hands, thas 
the Nation be expos’d tu Ruin, to bring 
the Men out, that.are come iaro che Admi- 
nifiration, 

Thefe are the Foundations upon which 
I formerly argu’d, and from whence I 
prov’d, that notwithftanding the Change 

-we have among us, and how ill foever we 
may approve of itm Yet, as Englifh- 
Men, as Britains, as Men of Subftance, and 
concern’d inthe Publick Jotereft ; as Men 

that 
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Lives, and Pofterity to lofe; {0 we are in 
Duty to ali chefe, in Juftice, and in Con- 
{cience, conceri’d to keep up and Maintain, 
the Publick Credit of the Nation, as much 
as is in our Power. 

Nor isthe contrary Pra@tice fo thach as 


- Tolerable, upon any Principle, whether 


Whiggifh or High Flying, except downright 
direct Facobitifm o fay, it isthe 
Way to reduce the prefent Adminiftration 
toa Diftrefs in the Management, and by 
Confequence the Government to change 
Hands, is, in my Opinion, moft abfurd 
Arguing==—— For, fuppofe you may reduce 
the Adminiftration te Diftrefs —- Are you 
fure theConfequence fhall be only Changiog 
Hands ? Isit not more likely the Govera-
